There  rere  still  plenty  of  cheap,  Ic -grade  continental  apT^les  on 
the  Copenhagen  market  on  Nove^aber  23,  according  to  cabled  advices  cf  that 
date  from  I'lr.  S^-nith.     The  situation  there  has  been  aggravated  by  persist- 
ent bad  v-eather.    Mr.  Steers  reports,  ho-'ever,  that  good  quality  apr)les 
enjoyed  a  relatively  brisk  demand  during  the  latter  half  of  October  and 
early  November,  but  that  the  market  for  lo^  -grade  stock  has  been  unsat- 
isfactory for  the  past  six  reeks,     Sbccessive  supiolies  '"ere  acc'ui:iulated 
around  October  1,  but  the  rjarket  has  gained  in  strength  as  those  suriplies 
entered  consumption.     Arrivals,  however,  continue  heavy  enough  to  retard 
the  tendency  tor/ards  higher  price  levels.     A  considerable  share  of  the 
earlier  arrivals  of  American  arxtles  in  Corjenhr'igen  has  been  in  rather  '"eak 
condition,  rith  sone  rastage  in  northwestern  boxed  fruit,  especially  Jon- 
athans.   V.ore  recent  shipments,  ho^-ever,  are  said  to  have  restored  buyers' 
confidence  sonerhat,  and  it  is  felt  that  prices  t'iH  advance  -ith  the  de- 
cline of  continental  arrivals  in  the  near  future.     The  Easiness  in  conti- 
nental -Dears  has  already,-  declined  to  sLiall  proportions. 

Other  CQimtrier; 

Reports  from  Czechoslovakia  state  that  the  volume  of  exioort  business 
in  aTTOles  has  decreased  sharply  since  ITovember  1,  rith  the  bulk  of  the  crop 
shiT)ned.     Tt-ie  foreign  demand  for  that  fruit  during  the  -oast  six  -eeks  has 
been  considered  relatively  satisfactory  on  the  rhole,  especially  for  good 
quality  fruit.     October  reiDorts  from  Svritzerland  also  indicate  relatively 
good  demand  conditions  for  good  quality  table  apples,  and  a  tendency  torards 
rising  prices. 
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
